Irecently attended a presenta- 
tion about the prescription drug 
abuse trend in Northern Michi- 
gan. I was surprised to hear 
about some of the alarming 
Michigan statistics: More than 
550 overdose and drug poisoning 
deaths have been recorded in 
Northern and Central Michigan. 
I’ve heard about prescription 
drug abuse, but I didn’t realize 
this was such a large issue in our 
area. I was especially alarmed to 
learn that children age 12-17 are 
abusing prescription drugs more 
than any illicit ‘street’ drugs. 

It’s scary to think this is going 
on in our own small town. As the 
presentation explained, medica- 
tions are everywhere, and access 


tion meds may be essential for 
one person’s health, they can be 
harmful or fatal if they are taken 
by another person who is using 
them inappropriately for mind 
or body-altering effects. 

I’ve learned that there are 
ways to monitor and secure med- 
ications within your home to 
keep them safe from being 
stolen, and also that there are 
many safe disposal programs 
where people can get rid of any 
unwanted or unused medica- 
tions. There is a Prescription 
and Over the Counter Drug Drop 
Off Box program, or “POD Box” 
program, at police stations 
throughout our region; in 
Charlevoix County, there is one 
at the sheriff’s office, one at the 


at the East Jordan Police Station. 
You can safely dispose of pre- 
scription drugs at these POD 
boxes anytime the offices are 
open. 

The presentation was a great 
source of information on a seri- 
ous issue that is going on 
throughout our country, and also 
in Charlevoix County, as we 
speak.

the confrontation. Although this was a 
scary experience for the homeowners 
and their family, nobody was hurt.

There are over 100 
road/stream crossings in the 
Jordan River Watershed 
(Charlevoix and Antrim coun- 
ties). One of the worst cross- 
ings is on the mainstem at Old 
State Road. With undersized 
twin culverts and eroding em- 
bankments, this crossing dras- 
tically impacts the river’s 
health and creates a barrier to 
fish and other aquatic species. 

Through a generous grant
